He played with Rovers until local 
club Walsall, in the English Third 
Division, signed him for a $20,000 
transfer fee. After six reserve team 
appearances, Smith was promoted to 
the first team and played about 20 
games, scoring five goals in the pro- 
cess.

After failures against the Tulsa Rough 
necks and the Golden Bay Earthquakes 
the Cosmos failed again and lost, 1-0 in 
Chicago against the Sting. They gave 
Chicago the Eastern Division title and a 
spot against the Vancouver Whitecaps in 
the playoffs. The San Diego Sockets will 
take on the Toronto Blizzards in the other 
playoff 


The Cosmos needed only two goals in 
their last three games, win or lose, to 
clinch a playoff berth, but they came up 
empty and showed they lacked the charac- 
ter to carry on the tradition as the lea- 
gue’s most glamorous team 


The five-time champions performed 
without emotion through most of the sea- 
son. As a rdesult, it was not surprising tht 
they were shut out six times and attacked 
an average home attenance of only 12,896, 
compared with 27,242 a year ago. As the 
Cosmos go, so goes the NASL, which this 
year has reached its lowest level since 
1969 in terms of number and teams and fan 
appeal. 


Coach Eddie Firmani and several 
players offered all kinds of excuses for 
this uninspired season for the Cosmos, 
who drew a crowd of 7,58] in their last 
game at home — their smallest since they 
moved into Giants Stadium in 1977. 


The pay cuts the club demanded from 
four key players at the beginning of the 
season and the subsequent internal bick- 
ering were too difficult to overcome, even 
after the mid-season purchase of the 
team’s controlling interest by Giorgio 
Chinaglia, the league's most prolific 
scorer, who retired after last season. 


Chinaglia’s worth to the Cosmos as a 
player was never more evident than this 
season, Since he joined the Cosmos in 1976, 
the team always has had several players 
among the league's leading scorers, but no 
une made the top 10 this year, not even 
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Franz Beckenbauer as a player with New

Roberto Cabanas, the league's leading 
scorer and most valuable player last year. 
Cabanas led the Cosmos in scoring, but 
he had only éight goals and-four_ assists, 
far below the 25 goal and 16 assists he had 
last year. Injuries limited him to 15 games 
compared with 28 last year. Now the 
Cosmos say that he, specifically, and sev- 
eral other players will have to go. 

“We have to build a new image” said 
Peppe Pinton, the managing director of 
the Cosmos, who said he was also speak- 
ing for Chinagtia, who was in Rome for the 
opener of Lazio, the team he owns in the 
Italian League. : 

“It’s out of the question that Cabanas 
will play with the Cosmos again,”’ Pinton 
said. ‘We had high hopes for him, but now 
it’s a question of finding a team for him.

Cruyff, to Batty, was a man who played well only 
when he decided to turn it on, which was usually 
when the money or the prize, from purely a career 
angle, was right. 


Batty, | believe was right, for playing well work- 
ing your butt off and tuming it on for bonuses only 
is mot character. 


Character is pride which Cruyff did not have, or 






at least not pride like Puskas or Di Stefano who 
would have treated maybe even a Sunday moming 
kick-about as a European Cup final. 


In our own midst there are plenty of players, and 
other soccer men with character because charac- 
, ter, although it doesn’t grow on trees, is thankfully 
a fairly common gift which, combined with techni- 
cal ability, can make a fine footballer. 


Alan Davidson, for instance, can thank the 
combination of those two qualities for getting 
him where he is now and another vivid 
example of how much character matters Is 
Peter Katholos. 


It was the character of Katholos, his instinct for 
facing up to adversity and what he would consider 
injustice, that got him into the Australian squad for 
the World Series at a late hour and might squeeze 
him back into the squad for the forthcoming tour. 


His pride had been hurt and he wasn't about to 
cop that lying down. 


In fact Katholos’s undoubted technical 
skills which run parallel with his wonderful 
spirit and willingness to fight losing battles, 
makes him clearly one of our finest players, 
far above being qualified to make our top 40. 


The way Frank Arok has overlooked him — al- 
though Arok surely had his reasons — is a mystery 
indeed. 


Mystery and an irony because Frank Arok as a 
coach Is a towering, raging example of what char- 
acter in sport means and it puzzles me no end how 
he at least appears to fail to recognise it in Peter 
Katholos, 


But, as | say, Frank must have his reasons. 


in the meantime | for one will continue to enjoy 
watching Katholos, and the other Katholoses, on 
the park.because they, like Puskas and Di Stefano 
used to do in that bigger, more ilustrious world, 
give us value for money with their pride and char- 
acter.

cial fasHion,”’ said Gaut, 
whose masterful modesty 
takes on monolithic dimen- 
sion. 

And would you believe that 
Gaut used to be a hooker? It’s 
true. I was tempted to ask him 
if he goes to the Daily Planet 
but I couldn’t bring myself 
around to doing it. 

“T played rugby in England 
and Australia. I played either 
as a front row forward or, 
would you believe it, as a hook- 
er,”’ said Gaut. 

And for all those players and 
fans who rib him about his 
glasses, he has this to say: 

“T bought a new pair the 
other week.” 

But what about that Dennis 
Lillee headband? / 

“Well that came about a 
couple of years ago. I used to 
take off my glasses when the 
ball was out of play and wipe 
the sweat off my forehead. A 


‘ referees’ inspector suggested 


to me after a game that I wear 
a headband. So I did.” 

But out intrepid super-ref 
fell foul of officiaidom. 

“I was told that the bright 
colored headbands I used to 
wear were undignified for a 
referee, so now I wear darker 
colored ones.” 

Gaut will receive his 1000th 
appointment in Victoria next 
year. He’s 45, so he has five 
years left as a top flight ref 
before he either gives it up or 
drops down the leagues. 

He’s not only noted for his 
resemblance to Clark Kent or 
his unique headband. He also 
cuts a dramatic figure when 
pointing to the penalty spot or 
awarding a free kick. He often 
tosses his head back and 
plunges his arm out as he whis- 
tles for an infringement and 
his imposing size usually 
means that he doesn’t come in 
for too much criticism from 
players. 

Perhaps his on-field antics 
come from the days when he 
did radio and live drama in 
Brisbane. : 

He was born in Yorkshire in 
England and first took an 
interest in soccer as a 16 year 
old fan of Malden Town in the 


| Surrey League. Gaut used to 


write match reports for the 
local paper, so he’s sé¢en two 
sides of the coin when it comes 
to discussing the relationship 
between the press and the refs. 


“The relationship is pretty 
fragile right now. I believe 
that the press is often over- 
critical of things they don’t 
understand. I know that refer- 
ees can alter the course of a 
game but players do that too. 

ll the time. And the press is 
far more tolerant of players’ 
mistakes than it is of referees’ 
mistakes. I’m convinced that 
the referees are at least of 
the same standard as the 
players in this country, if not 
higher.” 


Gaut came to Australia in 
1956 and played soccer for 
NSW club Gosford for two 
years before moving to Bris- 
bane. There he played first 
class rugby for Wests but his 
playing career ended after 2 
seasons and it wasn’t until 
1967, after watching a few 
soccer pames, that he decided 
to take up refereeing. 


“I thought to myself that I 
could do a lot better than the 
blokes out there in the middle 
but when I took up refereeing I 
found out that it wasn’t as easy 
as I had thought.” 


He refereed his first game 
in Brisbane in June, 1967 but 
for work reasons, moved to 
Melbourne in the Christmas of 
1971. His first job as a lines- 
man in the Victorian State 
League was at the infamous 
Croatia YV Hakoah match in 
1972. Trouble at that game saw 
Croatia expelled from the

of my size. But I've never 
abandoned a game or called it 
off due to bad weather. 

“The only time I was con- 
cerned that things might get 
out of hand was at that 
Croatia-Hakoah game when 
the fans came onto the pitch, 
but the Croatia players simply 
een us and escorted us 
off. 


“Some refs worry about 
crowd violence. It can be a 
problem here, there’s no doubt 
about it. That’s mainly be- 


cause so many of our games_ 


are played on paddocks. Take 
what happened at a Boronia 
match recently when there 
was trouble. Now, Boronia’s 
the home team. and respon- 
sible for protecting the referee 
but really, what can Boronia 
do if a group of determinéd 
people decide to take matters 
into their own hands?” 


Gaut refereed his first Vic- 
torian State League game on 
May 8, 1977 when Slavia played 
Polonia. His biggest games 
have been as a linesman at the 
National Cup final in Adelaide 
in 1979; the 1982 National Cup 
final between Heidelberg and 
APIA in Melbourne; the 
games between Victoria and 
New York Cosmos in 1979 and 
1982; and the Australia V. 
Mexico match in Melbourne in 
1980. However, the match he 
best remembers is when he 
refereed the 1982 Coppa Italia 
Cup final between Fawkner 
and Bulleen. 


“That game was great. It 
was a really thrilling match 
and the atmosphere was tre- 
mendous. I love games with a 
bit of atmosphere. It’s some- 
thing you can get at the highest 
level or down in the Provision- 
al Leagues. But these games 
always are the best to officiate 
at.”” 

Gaut is an insurance man- 
ager for National Mutual and 
has:two daughters, aged 13.and 
18, He hasn’t given any thought 
to’ what he'll do when he 
reaches 50, the mandatory age 
for refs to bow out.of the-top 
level, 

“I suppose that up until then 
I'll get my share of top games. 
I hope so. I’m battling a bit in

We had to end the interview 
at this point. An urgent tele- 
phone call sent Gaut into a 
frenzy. He ran out of the office 
tearing off his tie, glasses and 
dark colored headband and 
was last seen diving into a 
telephone box somewhere in 
Lonsdale Street. 

I guess a super-ref’s work is 
never done.

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| received a phone call last Thursday even- 
ing. The caller didn’t identify himself. He 
simply told me that his son plays for Essen- 
don Tramways in the Industrial League Divi- 
sion Four West and he had “a hell of a story”’ 
to tell. 


The caller said that about four weeks ago, Essendon Trams 
played JIM Engineering in a game crucial to the promotion 
prospects of both clubs. 5 


“The official referee didn’t turn up and as it was a home game 
for JIM Engineering they supplied the ref,”’ said the caller. 

“The score at half time was 1-0 to JIM Engineering. A guy 
turned up who we (Essendon Trams) knew could referee the 
game and he took over for the second half. We won 2-] but when 
the score was recorded with the Industrial League it was record- 
ed as being a 4-2 win forJIM Engineering. We couldn't believe it. 
We tried everything to change it but got nowhere. It’s incred- 
ible,” said the caller. 

I ended the conversation at this point by telling the caller that I 
would get in touch with Industrial League secretary Ron Darling- 
ton to find out more about the matter. I did, later that night. The 
conversation went like this: 

MACKENZIE: Hello Ron, it’s Craig MacKenzie here from 
Soccer Action. Your wife, Molly, probably told you that I'd rang 
earlier about the Essendon Trams and JIM Engineering story. 
Before we go any further, is it possible for you to give me the 
phone numbers of the secretaries of these clubs? 

DARLINGTON: No, it’s not. I’m sorry, but it’s official league 
policy that-we don’t hand out phone numbers of club Officials. 

MACKENZIE: You're not serious are you? 

DARLINGTON: Yes, its league policy. But if you want me to 
comment on the matter, I will. 

MACKENZIE: Okay, what can you tell me? 

DARLINGTON: Well, theofficial referee didn’t turn up for the 
game in question but the game, nevertheless, was played and a 
score reported to us. Essendon later claimed that the score was 
incorrect and although, under our constitution, they didn’t lodge 
an official complaint in the correct manner, our investigation 
committee investigated the matter. That committee gave both 
clubs ample time to state their respective cases then decided that 
the 4-2 result should stand. The investigation committee’s recom- 
mendations were passed onto the league management committee 
which decided that the recommendations should be upheld. And 
that’s the end of the matter. 

MACKENZIE: Okay, Ron. But back to this policy of not giving 
out phone numbers of club officials. What would happen if I rang 
you and said that my newspaper wanted to do a major feature on 
one of your clubs? And then you turned around and said that you 
couldn’t give out any phone numbers to me. Do you call that help- 
ing your league to get good publicity? 

DARLINGTON: Yes, I take your point on that matter. I'll 
bring it up at the next management committee meeting. 

Our conversation ended there. 

I'd like nothing better than to use this paper to allow officials of 
both Essendon Trams and JIM Engineering to state their respec- 
tive cases. This certainly is a curious story and one which bears 
further investigation.
